Brutal to Aged Banker 


Six of the Luer kidnap gang are al- 


ready in jail. But the case was so 
repulsive that, the government is anx- 
ious to round up the rest. 


August Luer is a feeble 77-year-old 


hanker of Alton, III. The kidnapers 
entered his home, roughly handled 
both tho aged man and his wife, and 
bundled him off in an auto. 


In a foul and cramped basement 


they kept him confined for nearly a 
week— then they blindfolded him and 
released him on an open road. The 
kidnapers had been unable to make a 
safo contact to collect the $100,000 ran- 
som they had demanded. 


Federal forces worked unceasingly 


on the case, and excellent co-operation 
was achieved with local authorities. 
Mcv Lucr Identified the picture of a 
f<)»|V burglar and thug, "The Dice- 
hi^t Kid," as one of the kidnapers. 


Polico went out and found him, and 


trapped him into admission that led 
to uncovering of the whole affair. 


Ringleader Still Free 


Though five- men and a woman are 


now serving from five to 20 years for 
this cowardly crime, one of the sus- 
pected ringleaders in the plot is still 
at large. He is Walter Holland, known 
also as Walter or "Irish" O'Malley, 
burglar and hijacker. 


With him is sought Lloyd "Blackie" 


Doyle, a man with no very black pre- 
vious record, but who now stands in- 
dieted in the Lucr case. The third is 
a woman. Mrs. George M. Chase, who 
has (join; by the various names of Viv- 
ian Daviii, Vivian Chase, Alice White, 
Vivian McDowell, Alice Waite, and 
Grace Hickey.

The current poll will have added

choice. The return postage is paid by 
the Digest. 


The 15,000,000 voters to whom the 


"straw votes" in the current poll are 
being sent are the names that com- 
prise the mailing list that has been 
compiled by the methods that have 
been perfected through the thirteen 
years of experience that the Literary 
Digest has had in conducting nation- 
wide polls. As brought up to date, 
it will include men and women voters 
in every state and section, every city 
and countryside, class and occupation 
in the United States. 


The accuracy and fairness of these

asked soon by Gen. Hugh S. Johnson, 
it was reported Sunday night. 


Johnson's request, opening gun in a 


battle against charges that the NRA 
is fostering monopoly and high prices, 
will have to go to President Roosevelt 
for his approval. If he agrees with 
his recovery chief, the president can 
empower him to supervise and check 
prices by issuing an executive order 
umk'r the recovery Jaws. No congres- 
sional sanction i.s necessary. 


Two drastic changes are expected tot 


be made in the price policies Johnson 
has been followingg. First, he may re- 
quire all coded industries to report 
(heir prices to the NRA instead of to 
their own code authorities as at pres- 
ent. 
Second, Johnson may demand 


that the government veto any prices 
which it considers extortionate or un- 
reasonable. 


How broad Johnson wants to make 


his new price control is not certain. 
No official statement on his plans has 
come from him or the NRA. 
But 


through the major NRA producing 
and retain codes, he could supervise 
prices from the time raw materials 
leave their producers until the finish- 
ed product is sold to a consumer.

ultimatum to the kidnapers to pro- 
duce Gettle by midnight or suffer the 
consequences. They said they were 
prepared to conduct a house-to-house 
canvass in Los Angeles. 


Noon, who conferred with the fam- 


ily earlier in the day, said he would 
have "a very important announcement 
to make shortly."

Meanwhile, police continued to hold 


Fred Kelley, 33, manager of an apart- 
ment house, for suspicion of extortion. 
Kelley was arrested last night after 
police had traced two telephone calls 
from his apartment to Attorney Noon. 
The calls allegedly outlined plans for 
delivery of $75,000 ransom money. 


Kelley denied any knowledge of the 


telephone calls or the kidnaping of 
Gettle. 


Capt. William J. Bright said he was 


satisfied the calls were-made by some 
one attempting to "chisel in" on the 
ransom money, and had no connec- 
tion with kidnaping of the oil man.

Fingerprints Are Found 


Six men and two women, with a

Since then he has been apparently ac- 
ticc in a long series of crimes.

Barker and Claude Dale, and has a 
brother Lloyd serving time in Fort 
Leaven worth. 


Karpis, his probable comrade, is al- 


.,j a profesisonal criminal who has 
served time for burglary, larceny, and 
safe-blowing. Karpis 
of Karpavics, 


has also gone under the names of Car- 
ter, Raymond Hadlcy, George Haller, 
Earl Peel, Gorge Dunn, R. K. Hamil- 
ton, and Ray Hunter. 


When these two are rounded up, it 


is not unlikely that they may be found 
in connection with John Dillingcr and 
his gang, for there is evidence that 
they have worked with them in re- 
cent months.

PROPOSED CONSTITUTION A I, 


AMENDMENT NO. 20 


Referred to the People by the 
General Assembly In regular 
mission assembled, 1933. 


Be it resolved by the Senate of the 


State c^f Arkansas and the House of 
Representatives of the State of Ar- 
kansas, a majority of all members 
elected to each House agreeing there- 
to: 


That the following is hereby pro- 


posed as a amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the State of Arkansas, and, 
upon being submitted to the electors 
of the State for approval or rejection 
at the next general election for Sen- 
ators and Representatives, if a major- 
ity of the electors, voting thereon, at 
such an election adopt such amend- 
ment, the same shall become a part 
of the Constitution of the State of 
Arkansas, to-wit: 


Except for the purpose of refunding 


the existing outstanding indebtedness 
of the State and for assuming and re- 
funding valid outstanding road im- 
provement district bonds, the State of 
Arkunsn» shall issue no bonds or other 
evidence of indebtedness pledging the 
faith and credit of the State or any of 
its revenues for any purpose whatso- 
ever, except by and with the consent 
of the majority of the qualified elec- 
tors of the State voting on the ques- 
tion at a general election or at a 
special election called for that pur- 
pose. 


This Amendment to the Constitution 


of Arkansas shall be self-executing 
and require no enabling act, but shall 
take and have full force and effect 
immediately upon its adoption by the 
electors of the State.

PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL 


AMENDMENT NO. 19 


Referred to the People by the 
General Assembly in regular 
session assembled, 1933. 


Be it resolved by the House of Rep- ( 
resentatives of the State of Arkansas; 
and by the Senate of the State of AT- j 
kansas, a majority of all members 
elected to each House agreeing there.' 
to:That the following is hereby pro- 
posed as ati Amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State of Arkansas, and,. 
upon being submitted to the electors 
of the State for approval or rejection 
at the next general election for Sen- 
ators and Representatives, if a major- 
ity of the electors voting thereon, at. 
such an election adopt such Amend- 
ment, the same shall become a part 
of the Constitution of the State of Ar. 
kansas, to-wit: 


That Article 5 of the Constitution of 


the State of Arkansas be amended by 
adding thereto the following: 
I 


SECTION 1. Not less than a major- « 


ity of the members of each House of 
the General Assembly may enact a 
law. 


SECTION II. None of the rates tor 


property, excise, privilege or personal 
taxes, now levied shall be increased 
by the General Assembly except after 
the approval of the qualified electors! 
voting thereon at an election, or inj 
case of an emergency, by the votes of j 
three-fourths of the members elected i 
to each House of the General Assem- 
bly.SECTION III. Excepting monies 
raised or collected for educational 
purposes, highway purposes, to pay 
Confederate pensions and the just 
debts of the State, the General As- 
sembly is hereby prohibited from ap- 
propriating or expending more than 
the sum of Two and One-half Million 
Dollars for 
all 
purposes, for any 


biennial period; provided 
the limit 


herein fixed may be exceeded by the 
votes of three -fourths of the members 
elected to each House of the General 
Assembly. 


SECTION IV. In making appropria- 


tions for any biennial period, the Gen- 
eral Assembly shall first pass the Gen- 
eral Appropriation Bill provided for 
in Section 80 of Article 5 of the Con- 
Etrtution, and no other appropriation;
